created,  whether  by  treaty  stipulation,  agreement,  or  otherwise;  (3) 
the  total  amount  of  disbursements  from  public  or  trust  funds  made 
on  account  of  each  such  tribe  of  Indians  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten;  and  (4)  an  analysis  of  such  disbursements  showing 
the  amounts  disbursed  (a)  for  per  capita  payments  in  money  to  In- 
dians, (b)  for  salaries  or  compensation  of  officers  and  employees, 
(c)  for  compensation  of  counsel  and  attorney's  fees,  and  (d)  for  sup- 
port and  civilization.

confirmed,  to  wit:

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  place  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
said  tribes,  respectively,  the  sums  hereinafter  specified,  said  sums 
being  a  capitalization  of  the  perpetual  annuities  of  said  tribes  on 
the  basis  or  five  per  centum,  and  the  same  having  been  accepted  by 
said  tribes  in  the  agreements  heretofore  mentioned  in  lieu  of^and  as 
a  conmnutatioQ  of  said  perpetual  annuities,  to  wit: 

The  Sac  and  Fox  of  the  Mississippi  tribe  of  Oklahoma  and  Iowa, 
twenty  thousand  dollars; 

The  Pottawatomie  tribe  of  Kansas  and  Wisconsin,  one  hundred 
uid  eighty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-^ight  dollars; 

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  withdrav/  said 
funds  from  the  Treasury  for  payment  to  said  Indians,  or  expenditure 
for  their  benefit,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem 
proper  and  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe. 

The.  sums  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  respective  tribes  less  dis- 
bursements therefrom  as  provided  for  herein,  shall  draw  interest  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum;  and  the  interest  accruing  on 
said  principal  sums  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  be  paid  in  cash  to  the  Indians  entitled  thereto  annually  or 
semiannually,  or  expended  for  their  benefit  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe.

What  claims  are  included  in  the  warehouseman's  „J^,^"  "'  wurehouje- 
jjE.\. — Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  thirty,  a  warehouseman  W"i. 
shall  have  a  lien  on  goods  deposited  or  on  proceeds  thereof  in  his  hands, 
for  all  lawful  chaiges  for  storage  and  preservation  of  the  goods;  also 
for  all  lawful  claims  for  money  advanced,  interest,  insurance,  trans- 
portation, labor,  weighing,  coopering,  and  other  chaises  and  expenses 
in  relation  to  such  goods ;  also  for  all  reasonable  cliaives  and  expenses 
for  notice,  and  advertisements  of  sale,  and  for  sale  of  the  goods  where 
default  has  been  made  in  satisf\-ing  the  warehouseman's  lien. 

Sec.  2&,  Against  what  property  the  lien  mat  be  enforced. — 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  thirty,  a  warehouseman's  lien 
may  be  enforced — 

(a)  Against  all  goods,  whenever  deposited,  belonging  to  the  person 
who  is  liable  as  debtor  for  the  claims  in  regard  to  which  the  lien  is 
asserted;  and 

(b)  Against  all  goods  belonging  to  others  which  have  been  deposited 
at  any  time  by  the  person  who  is  liable  as  debtor  for  the  claims  in 
regard  to  which  the  lien  is  asserted,  if  such  person  had  been  so  in- 
tnisted  with  the  possession  of  the  goods  that  a  pledge  of  the  same 
by  him  at  the  time  of  the  deposit  to  one  who  took  the  goods  in  good 
faith  for  value  would  have  been  valid. 

Sec.  29.  How  the  uen  mat  be  lost. — A  warehouseman  loses  his    '*"'■' 
lien  upon  goods — 

(a)  By  surrendering  possession  thereof,  or 

(b)  By  refusing  to  deliver  the  goods  when  a  demand  is  made  with 
which  he  is  bound  to  comply  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  30.  Negotiable  receipt  must  state  charges  fob  which  on*'''n^ 
LIEN  IS  claimed. — If  a  negotiable  receipt  is  issued  for  goods,  the  c«ipt^ 
warehouseman  shall  have  no  lien  thereon,  except  for  charges  for 
storage  of  those  goods  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  receipt,  unless 
the  receipt  expressly  enumerates  other  chaises  for  which  a  lien  is 
claimed.  In  such  case  there  shall  be  a  lien  for  the  charges  enu- 
merated so  far  as  they  are  within  the  terms  of  section  twenty-seven,    ^^^'P 
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although  the  amount  of  the  chai^ea  so  enumerated  is  not  stated  id 
the  receipt. 

Wabebousbman  need  not  deliver  until  lien  is  sat- 
isfied.— A  warehouseman  having  a  hen  valid  against  the  person 
demanding  the  goods  may  refuse  to  deliver  the  goods  to  him  until

'  Sec.  32.  Warehouseman's  lien  does  not  preclude  other 
REMEDIES. — Whether  a  warehouseman  has  or  has  not  a  lien  upon  the 
goods,  he  is  entitled  to  all  remedies  allowed  by  law  to  a  creditor 
against  his  debtor  for  the  collection  from  the  depositor  of  all  charges 
and  advances  which  the  depositor  has  expressly  or  impliedly  con- 
tracted with  the  warehouseman  to  pay. 

'■  Sec.  33.  Satisfaction  of  lien  by  sale, — A  warehouseman's  lien 
for  a  claim  which  has  become  due  may  be  satisfied  as  follows : 

The  warehouseman  shall  give  a  written  notice  to  the  person  on 
whose  account  the  goods  are  neldj  and  to  any  other  person  known  by 
the  warehouseman  to  claim  an  interest  in  the  goods.  Such  notice 
shall  be  ^ven  by  delivery  in  person  or  by  registered  letter  addressed 
'to  the  last  known  place  of  business  or  abode  of  the  person  to  be 
notified.    The  notice  shall  contain — 

(a)  An  itemized  statement  of  the  warehouseman's  claim,  showing 
the  sum  due  at  the  time  of  the  notice  and  the  date  or  dates  when  it 
became  due; 

(b)  A  brief  description  of  the  goods  against  which  the  lien  exists; 

(c)  A  demand  that  the  amount  of  the  claim  as  stated  in  the  notice, 
and  of  such  further  claim  as  shall  accrue,  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  a 
da^  mentioned,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  delivery  of  the  notice 
if  it  is  personally  delivered,  or  from  the  time  when  the  notice  should 
reach  its  destination,  according  to  the  due  course  of  post,  if  the 
notice  is  sent  by  mail;  and 

(d)  A  statement  that  unless  the  claim  is  paid  within  the  time  speci- 
fied the  goods  will  be  advertised  for  sale  and  sold  by  auction  at  a 
specified  time  and  place. 

In  accordance  witn  the  terms  of  a  notice  so  given,  a  sale  of  the  goods 
by  auction  may  be  had  to  satisfy  any  valid  claim  of  the  warehouseman 
for  which  he  has  a  lien  on  the  goods.  The  sale  shall  be  had  in  the  place 
where  the  lien  was  acquired,  or,  if  such  place  is  manifestly  unsuitable 
for  the  purpose,  at  the  nearest  suitable  place.  After  the  time  for  the 
payment  of  the  claim  specified  in  the  notice  to  the  depositor  has 
elapsed  an  advertisement  of  the  sale,  describing  the  goods  to  be  sold 
and  stating  the  name  of  the  owner  or  person  on  whose  account  the 
goods  are  held  and  the  time  and  place  of  the  sale,  shall  be  published 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  place  where  such  sale  is  to  be  held.  The  sale  snalt  not  be  held 
less  than  fifteen  days  from  the  time  of  the  first  publication.  If  there 
is  no  newspaper  published  in  such  place,  the  advertisement  shall  be 
posted  at  least  ten  days  before  such  sale  in  not  less  than  six  con- 
spicuous places  therein. 

From  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  the  warehouseman  shall  satisfy  his 
lien,  including  the  reasonable  chaises  of  notice,  advertisement,  and 
sale.  The  balance,  if  any,  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  held  by  the  ware- 
houseman, and  delivered  on  demand  to  the  person  to  whom  he  .would 
have  been  bound  to  deliver  or  justified  in  delivering  the  goods.

Sec.  34,  Perishable  and  hazardous  goods. — If  goods  are  of  a  per-  ^'''^j;^''^  "^ 
ishable  nature,  or  by  keeping  will  deteriorate  greatly  in  value,  or  by  Noiice^^ner.eic. 
their  odor,  leakage,  inflammability,  or  explosive  nature,  will  be  liable 
to  injure  other  property,  the  warehouseman  may  give  such  notice 
to  the  owner,  or  to  the  person  in  whose  name  the  goods  are  stored, 
as  is  reasonable  and  possible  under  the  circumstances,  to  satisfy  the 
lien  upon  such  goods,  and  to  remove  them  from  the  warehouse,  and 
in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  such  person  to  satisfy  the  lion  and  to 
remove  the  goods  within  the  time  so  specified,  the  warehouseman 
may  sell  the  goods  at  public  or  private  sale  without  advertising.  If 
the  warehouseman  after  a  reasonable  effort  is  unable  to  sell  such 
goods,  he  may  dispose  of  them  in  any  lawful  manner,  and  shall  incur 
no  liability  by  reason  thereof. 

The  proceeds  of  any  sale  made  under  the  terms  of  this  section  shall 
be  disposed  of  in  the  same  way  as  the  proceeds  of  sales  made  under 
the  terms  of  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  35.  Other  methods  of  enfohcino  liens.— The  remedy  for  ptSciiS^^^"  °*" 
enforcing  a  lien  herein  provided  does  not  preclude  any  other  remedies 
allowed  by  law  for  the  enforcement  of  a  lien  against  personal  property 
nor  bar  tne  nght  to  reco.ver  so  much  of  the  warehouseman's  clum 
as  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property.

A  nonnegotiable  receipt  can  not  be  negotiated,  and  the  indorse- 
ment of  such  a  receipt  gives  the  transferee  no  additional  right.

jnierpreMuon.  INTERPRETATION .

226.— An  Act  To  establish  "  The  Glacier  National  Park  "  in  the  Kochy 
Mountains  south  of  the  international  boundary  line,  in  tht;  StaC«  uf  Montana,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Jlouae  of  Hepresentatives  nfthe  United 
Mi>ni  "'  States  of  America  in  Congre^  assembled.  That  the  tract  of  land  in  the 


u.  State  of  Montana  particularly  described  hy  metes  and  bounds  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  international  boundary  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  at  the  middle  of  the 
Flathead  Hiver;  thence  following  southerly  along  and  with  the  middle 
of  the  Flathead  River  to  its  eonfluence  with  the  Middle  Fork  of  the 
Flathead  River;  thence  following  the  north  bank  of  said  Middle  Fork 
of  the  Flathead  River  to  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  north  boundary  of 
the  right  of  way  of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad;  thence  following  the

Pine  Ridge  iDdiM  Stoies  of  America  xn  Congress  assemble,  Tnat  the  Secretary  of  the 
l^i^f  iMdi'in'  '    Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed,  as  hereinafter 

frovided,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  all  that  portion  of  the  Pine  Ridge

works,  penal,  charitable,  scientific,  and  educational  institutions, 
cemeteries,  hospitals,  parks,  highways,  wharves,  landings,  harbor 
improvements,  public  buildings,  or  other  public  purposes,  or  required 
for  any  such  purposes,  may  be  transferred  to  the  Territory  by  direc- 
tion of  the  President,  and  the  title  to  any  property  so  transferred  to 
the  Territory  may  thereafter  be  transferred  to  any  city,  county,  or 
other  political  subdivision  thereof  by  direction  of  the  governor  when 
thereunto  authorized  by  the  legislature." 
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I      Sec.  8.  That  section  ninety-two  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  92.  That  the  following  officera  shall  receive  the  following 
annual  salaries  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States:  The  governor,  seven 
thousand  dollars;  the  secretary  of  the  Territory,  four  thousand

ization filed,  recorded,  or  issued  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the 
naturalization  Act  of  June  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 
in  or  from  any  circuit  court  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  shall  for  all 
purposes  be  deemed  to  be  and  to  have  been  made,  filed,  recorded,  or 
issued  by  a  court  with  jurisdiction  to  naturalize  aliens,  but  shall  not 
be  by  this  Act  further  validated  or  legalized."

— An  Act  To  authorize  the  sale  and  disposition  ot  a  portion  of  the  sur- 
pluB  and  unallotted  lands  in  Mellette  and  Washabaugh  counties  in  the  Roeebud  Indian 
Reaervation  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  and  making  appropriation  and  provision  to 
carry  the  aame  into  effect. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
n  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  all  that  portion  of  the  Rosebud  Indian 
Reservation,  in  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  lying  and  being  within 
the  counties  of  Mellette  and  Washabaugh,  south  of  the  White  River, 
and  being  described  and  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on 
the  third  guide  meridian  west  where  the  township  line  between  town- 
ships thirty-nine  and  forty  intersects  the  same,  thence  north  along 
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wid  guide  meridian  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  White  River, 
thence  west  along  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  White  River  to 
the  point  of  intersection  with  the  line  dividing  the  Rosebud  and  the 
Pine  Ridge  Indian  reservations,  thence  south  along  the  boundary  line 
between  said  reservations  to  the  township  line  separating  townships 
thirty-nine  and  forty,  thence  east  along  aaid  township  line  to  the  place 
of  beginning,  except  such  portions  thereof  as  have  been  or  may  be  c^^. 
hereafter  allotted  to  Indians  or  otherwise  reserved,  and  except  lands 
classified  as  timber  lands:  Provided,  That  any  Indians  to  whom  allot-     [^^i,hinent  ot 
ments  have  been  made  on  the  tract  to  be  ceded  may,  in  case  they  miotmeniN. 
elect  to  do  so  before  said  lands  are  offered  for  sale,  relinquish  same 
and  select  allotments  in  lieu  thereof  on  the  diminished  reservation: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  reserve  n^^i'cy'e™"**  '°' 
such  lands  as  ne  may  deem  necessary  for  agency,  school,  and  religious 
purposes,  to  remain  reserved  as  long  as  needed  and  as  long  as  agency, 
school,  or  religious  institutions  are  maintained  thereon  for  the  beneht     pgi^nis  to  reiieioug 
of  said  Indians :  And  provided  further.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte-  orgftniisUona!^     *""

That  the  lands  shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  general  pro-  „,««  "o'r  ^u^ 
visions  of  the  homestead  and  town-site  laws  of  the  United  States,  '"■°' 
and  shall  be  opened  to  settlement  and  entry  by  proclamation  of  the 
President,  which  proclamation  shall  prescnbe  the  manner  in  which 
the  lands  may  be  settled  upon,  occupied,  and  entered  by  persons 
entitled  to  make  entry  thereof,  and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
settle  upon,  occupy,  or  enter  any  of  said  lands  except  as  prescribed  .

That  the  rights  of  honorably  discharged  Union  soldiers  and  «iiion  m.t  t" 
and  sailors  of  the  late  civil  and  Spanish  wars  or  PhiUppine  insurrec-  '*k^.;«bi38w  asoj 
tion  as  defined  and  described  in  sections  twenty-three  hundred  and  j>-*^' 
four  and  twenty-three  hundred  and  five  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as      "''  *"'  ^'  *'^' 
amended  by  the  Act  of  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  shall 
not  be  abridged. 

Sec.  3.  Tnat  before  any  of  the  land  is  disposed  of,  as  hereinafter  R^H^atl^  for  bt- 
provided,  and  before  the  State  of  South  Dakota  shall  be  permitted  to  Sil^SfDa^S^"''"" 
select  or  locate  any  lands  to  which  it  may  be  entitled  by  reason  of  the 
loss  of  sections  sixteen  or  thirty-six,  or  any  portions  thereof,  by 
reason  of  allotments  thereof  to  any  Indian  or  Indians,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  reserve  from  said  lands  such  tracts 
for  town-aite  purposes  as  in  his  opinion  may  be  required  for  the 
future  public  interests,  and  he  may  cause  same  to  be  surveyed  into  lots  ert-etc. 

and  blocks  and  disposed  of  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe ;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  set  apart  and  reserve  for  school, 
park,  and  other  public  purposes  not  more  than  ten  acres  in  any  town- 
aite,  and  patents  shall  he  issued  for  the  lands  so  set  apart  and  reserved 
for  school,  park,  and  other  public  purposes  to  the  municipality 
legally  chained  with  the  care  and  custody  of  lands  donated  for  such 
purposes.  The  purchase  price  of  all  town  lots  sold  in  town-sites,  as  p»)"iient«.  eic. 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  at  such  time  and  in  such  install- 
ments as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  direct,  and  he  shall  cause 
not  more  than  twenty  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  such 
sales  to  be  set  apart  and  expended  under  his  direction  in  the  construc- 
tion of  schooihouses  or  other  public  buildings  or  in  improvements 
within  the  town-sites  in  which  such  lots  are  located.    Tne  net  pro-    t'** "' nei  pwcepds. 
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ceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  sucb  lots  and  lands  within  the  town- 
sites  as  aforesaid,  less  the  amount  set  aside  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  schoolhousea  or  other  public  buildings  or  improvements,  shall  be 
credited  to  the  Indians,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  price  of  said  lands  entered  as  homesteads  under 
the  provisioDS  of  this  Act  shall  be  fixed  by  appraisement,  as  herein 
provided.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  commission  to  consist  of 
three  persons  to  classify,  appraise,  and  value  all  of  said  lands  that 
shall  not  have  been  alioted  in  severalty  to  said  Indians,  or  reserved 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  except- 
ing sections  sixteen  and  thirty-six  or  other  lands  which  may  be 
selected  in  lieu  thereof  by  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  in  each  of  said 
townships,  said  commission  to  be  constituted  as  follows:  One  resi- 
dent citizen  of  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  one  representative  of  the 
Interior  Department,  and  one  nerson  holding  tribal  relations  with 
said  tribe  or  Indians.  That  witnin  twenty  days  after  their  appoint- 
ment the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  and  organize  by  the  election 
of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman.  The  said  commissioners  shall 
then  proceed  to  personally  inspect,  classify,  and  appraise,  in  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acre  tracts  each,  all  of  tiie  remaining  unallotted 
lauds  embraced  within  that  portion  of  the  reservation  described  in 
section  one  of  this  Act.  In  making  such  classification  and  appraise- 
ment said  lands  shall  be  divided  into  the  following  classes:  First, 
agricultural  land  of  the  first  class;  second;  a£;riculturai  land  of  the 
second  class;  third,  grazing  land;  fourth,  timber  land;  fifth,  mineral 
land,  if  any,  but  the  mineral  and  timber  lands  shall  not  be  appraised: 
Provided,  That  timber  lands  may  be  classified  without  regard  to 
acreage:  And  provided  furiher,  That  all  lands  classified  as  timber 
lands  shall  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Rosebud  Indians.  That 
said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars 
per  day  each  while  actually  employed  in  the  inspection,  classifica- 
tion and  appraisement  of  said  lands,  and  necessary  expenses  exclu- 
sive of  subsistence  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
such  inspection,  classification  and  appraisement  to  be  completed 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  organization  of  said  commission. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  commission  shall  bo  governed  by  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  and  after  the  completion 
of  the  classification  and  appraisement  of  all  of  said  lands  the  same 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  price  of  said  lands  disposed  of  under  the  home- 
stead laws  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  upon  the  following 
terms:  One-fifth  of  the  purchase  price  to  be  paid  in  cash  at  the  time 
of  entry  and  the  balance  in  five  equal  annual  installments,  to  be  paid 
in  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  and  after 
the  date  of  entry.  In  case  any  entryman  fails  to  make  the  annual 
payments,  or  any  of  them,  when  due,  all  rights  in  and  to  the  land 
covered  by  his  entry  shall  cease,  and  any  payments  theretofore  made 
shall  be  forfeited  and  the  entry  canceled,  and  the  lands  shall  be  again 
subject  to  entry  under  the  provisions  of  the  homestead  law  at  the 
appraised  price  thereof:  Atui  provided,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
prevent  homestead  settlers  from  commuting  their  entries  under  sec- 
tion twenty-three  hundred  and  one.  Revised  Statutes,  by  paying  for 
the  land  entered  the  appraised  price,  receiving  credit  for  payments 
previously  made.

That  sections  sixteen  and  thirty-six  of  the  land  in  each  landTfof^Bouth  nt 
township  within  the  tract  described  in  section  one  of  this  Act  shall  ^"- 
not  be  subject  to  entry,  but  shall  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
mon schools  and  paid  for  by  the  United  States  at  two  dollars  and  fifty     ^^'^  p"  "'*■

tug  boats  and  tow  boats  propelled  by  steam.  The  length  shall  oe 
measured  from  end  to  'end  over  the  deck,  excluding  sheer:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  engine,  boiler,  or  other  operating  machmery  shall  be 
subject  to  inspection  bv  the  local  inspectors  of  steam  vessels,  and  to 
their  approval  of  the  aesign  thereof,  on  all  said  motor  boats,  which 
are  more  than  forty  feet  in  length,  and  which  are  propelled  by  machin- 
ery driven  by  steam.

not  vest  the  title  to  said  sections  in  said  State  until  the  part  of  said 
national  forests  embracing  any  of  said  sections  is  restored  to  the  pub- 
lic domain;  but  said  granted  sections  shall  be  administered  as  a  part 
of  said  forests,  and  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Secretair  of  the  Treasury  to  the  State,  as  income  for  its 
common-school  fundj  such  proportion  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  all  the 
national  forests  withm  said  State  as  the  area  of  lands  hereby  granted 
to  said  State  for  school  purposes  which  are  situate  within  said  forest 
reserves,  whether  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  and  for  which  no  indem- 
nity has  been  selected,  may  bear  to  the  total  area  of  aJI  the  national 
forests  within  said  State,  the  area  of  saitl  sections  when  unsurveyed  to 
be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  by  protraetion  or 
otherwise,  the  amount  necessary  for  such  payments  being  appro- 
priated and  made  available  annually  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  7.  That  in  lieu  of  the  grant  of  land  for  purposes  of  internal 
improvements  made  to  new  States  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of 
September  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  in  lieu  of  the 
swamp-land  grant  made  bj'  the  Act  of  September  twenty-eighth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fiftv,  and  section  twenty-four  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  in  lieu  of  the  grant  of  tliirty 
thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress, 
made  by  the  Act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
Twelfth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  five  hundred  and  three,  which  grants 
are  hereby  declared  not  to  extend  to  the  said  State,  and  in  lieu  of  the 
grant  of  saline  lands  heretofore  made  to  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico 
for  university  purposes  by  section  three  of  the  Act  of  June  twenty- 
first,  eighteen  niindred  and  ninety-eight,  which  is  hereby  repealed, 
except  to  the  extent  of  such  approved  selections  of  such  saline  lands 
as  may  have  been  made  by  said  Territory  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  tne  following  grants  of  lands  are  liereoy  made,  to  wit: 

For  university  purposes,  two  hundred  thousand  acres;  for  Icgisla^ 
tive,  executive,  and  judicial  public  buildings  heretofore  erected  in  said 
Territorj'  or  to  be  hereafter  erected  in  the  proposed  State,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued  therefor,  one 
Hundred  thousand  acres;  for  insane  asylums,  one  hundred  thousand 
acres;  for  penitentiaries,  one  hundred  thousand  acres;  for  schools  and 
asylums  for  the  deaf,  dumb,  and  the  blind,  one  hundred  thousand 
acres;  for  miners'  hospitals  for  disabled  miners,  fifty  thousand  acres; 
for  normal  schools,  two  hundred  thousand  acres;  for  state  charitable, 
penal,  and  reformatory  institutions,  one  hundred  thousand  acres;  for 
agricultural  and  mechanical  colleges,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres;  and  the  national  appropriation  heretofore  annually  paid  for 
the  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  to  said  Territory  shall,  until 
further  order  of  Congress,  continue  to  be  paid  to  said  State  for  the  use 
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of  said  institu  tion ;  for  school  of  mines,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand    ^^ 
acres;  for  miiitarj  institutes,  one  hundred  thousand  acres;  and  for     boi 

the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  accrued  interest  thereon  issued  by  ^'"* 

Grant  and  Santa  Fe  Counties,  New  Mexico,  which  said  bonds  were 
validated,  approved,  and  confirmed  by  Act  of  Congress  of  January     voi.  m,  p.  487. 
sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (Twenty-ninth  statutes, 
page  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven),  one  million  acres:  Provided,     Slwi lo oonuDon 
_"hat  if  there  shall  remain  any  of  the  one  million  acres  of  land  so  «*iooui. 
granted,  or  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  or  lease  thereof,  or  rents,  issues, 
or  profits  therefrom,  after  the  payment  of  said  debts,  such  remainder 
of  lands  and  the  proceeds  of  sales  thereof  shall  be  added  to  and 
become  a  part  of  the  permanent  school  fund  of  said  State,  the  income 
therefrom  only  to  b©  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  common  schools 
of  said  State. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  schools,  collies,  and  universities  provided  for  in     control  oi  Mbooia, 
this  Act  shall  forever  remain  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  said  *'"■ 
State,  and  no  part  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  or  disposal     sectarian    prohibi. 
of  any  lands  granted  herem  for  educationiil  purposes  shall  be  used  for

S&c.  9.  That  five  per  centum  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  public  lands  um  oi  &  per  cent 
lying  within  said  State,  which  shall  be  sold  hy  the  United  States  sub-  icboSi'"  ''"'°"'"> 
sequent  to  the  admission  of  said  State  into  the  Union,  after  deducting ' 
all  the  expenses  incident  to  such  sales,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  State 
to  be  used  as  s  permanent  inviolable  fund,  the  mtereat  of  which  only 
shall  be  expended  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools  within  said 
State. 

Sec.  10,  That  it  is  hereby  declared  that  all  lands  hereby  granted.  ,Jf^h*mfa^'^ 
includiog  those  which,  ha^ng  been  heretofore  granted  to  the  said 
Territory,  are  hereby  expressly  transferred  and  confirmed  to  the  said 
State,  snail  be  by  tne  said  State  held  in  trust,  to  be  disposed  of  in 
whole  or  in  part  only  in  manner  as  herein  provided  and  for  the  several 
objects  specified  in  the  respective  granting  and  confirmatory  pro- 
visions, and  that  the  natural  products  and  money  proceeds  of  any  of 
said  lands  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  trusts  as  the  lands  producing 
the  same.

'^  A  separate  fund  shall  be  established  for  each  of  the  several  objects 
for  which  the  said  grants  are  hereby  made  or  confirmed,  and  wnen- 
ever  any  moneys  shall  be  in  any  manner  derived  from  any  of  said  land 
the  same  shall  be  deposited  by  the  state  treasurer  in  the  fund  corre- 
sponding to  the  grant  under  which  the  particular  land  producing  such 
moneys  were  by  this  Act  conveyed  or  confirmed.

Every  sale,  lease,  conveyance,  or  contract  of  or  concerning  any  of 
the  lands  hereby  granted  or  confirmed,  or  the  use  thereof  or  the  nat- 
ural products  thereof,  not  made  in  substantial  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  null  and  void,  any  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution or  laws  of  the  said  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
''  It  shall  be  the  duty  of-  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States

That  all  lands  granted  in  quantity  or  as  indemnity  by  s 
this  Act  sliall  be  selected,  under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  from  the  surveyed,  unre- 
served, unappropriated,  and  nonmineral  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  within  the  limits  of  said  State,  by  a  commission  composed  of 
the  governor,  surveyor-general,  or  other  officer  exercismg  tho 
functions  of  a  surveyor-general,  and  the  attorney-general  of  the  said 
State;  and  after  its  admission  into  the  Union  said  State  may  procure 
pubhc  lands  of  the  United  States  within  its  boundaries  to  be  surveyed 
with  a  view  to  satisfying  any  public-land  grants  made  to  said  State 
in  the  same  manner  prescribed  for  the  procurement  of  such  surveys 
by  Washington,  Idaho,  and  other  States  by  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  August  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four 
(Twenty-eighth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
four),  and  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  such 
surveys  and  the  preference  right  of  selection,  are  hereby  extended  to 
the  said  State  of  New  Mexico.  The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  register  and 
receiver  for  each  final  location  or  selection  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  made  hereunder  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  grants  of  lands  heretofore  made  by  any  Act  of  q 
Congress  to  said  Territory,  except  to  the  extent  modified  or  repealed 
by  Uiis  Act,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  to  said  State,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  in  this 
Act  contained  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  affect  any  Utigation  now 
pending  and  to  which  the  United  States  is  a  party,  or  any  right  or 
claim  tnerein  asserted. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  State,  when  admitted  as  aforesud,  shall  con-  . 
8titut«  one  judicial  district,  and  the  circuit  and  district  coiirts  of  said 
district  shafl  be  held  at  the  capital  of  said  State,  and  the  said  district 
shall,  for  judicial  purposes,  be  attached  to  the  eighth  judicial  circuit. 
There  shall  be  appointed  for  said  district  one  district  judge,  one  „ 
United  States  attorney,  and  one  United  States  marshal.  The  ^udge 
of  said  district  shall  receive  a  yeariy  salary  the  same  as  other  similar 
judges  of  the  Unit«d  States,  payable  as  provided  for  by  law,  and 
ahall  reside  in  the  district  to  which  he  is  appointed.  There  shall  be 
appointed  clerks  of  said  courts,  who  shall  keep  their  offices  at  the 
capital  of  said  State.  The  regular  terms  of  said  courts  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April  and  the  first  Monday  in  October  of  each 
year.  The  circuit  and  district  courts  for  said  district,  and  the 
judges  thereof,  respectively,  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  juris- 
diction and  perform  the  same  duties  required  to  be  performed  by 
the  other  circuit  and  district  courts  and  judges  of  the  United  States, 
and  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations.  The  mar- 
shal, district  attorney,  and  the  clerks  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts 
of  said  district,  and  all  other  officers  and  persons  performing  duties 
in  the  administration  of  justice  therein,  snail  severally  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  lawfully  possessed  and  required  to  be 
performed  by  similar  officers  in  other  districts  of  the  Umted  States, 
and  shall,  for  the  services  they  may  perform,  receive  the  fees  and 
compensation  now  allowed  by  law  to  officers  performing  similar 
services  for  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  and  all  other  pro- 
eeedings  heretofore  lawfully  prosecuted   and  now  pending  in  the  « 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  proper  circuit  court  of 
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appeals  upon  any  record  from  the  supreme  court  of  said  Territory, 
and  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  and  all  other  proceedings  here- 
tofore lawfully  prosecuted  and  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  upon  any  record  from  a  district  court  of  said  Terri- 
tory or  in  any  matter  of  habeas  corpus  upon  any  return  or  order  of  a 
district  judge  thereof,  and  all  and  singular  the  cases  aforesaid  whicli, 
hereafter  shall  be  so  lawfully  prosecuted  and  remain  pending  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  or  in  tlie  proper  circuit  court  of 
appeals,  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
XJnited  States  or  the  proper  circuit  court  of  appeals,  as  the  case  may 
be.  And  the  mandate  of  execution  or  of  further  proceedings  shalll>e 
directed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  or  the  circuit  court 
of  appeals  to  the  circuit  or  district  court,  hereby  estabhshed  within 
the  said  State,  or  to  the  supreme  court  of  such  State,  as  the  nature  of 

auccewionoteonrM.  the  case  may  require.  And  the  circuit,  district,  and  state  courts 
herein  named  shall  respectively  be  the  successors  of  the  supreme 
court  and  of  the  district  courts  of  the  said  Territory  as  to  alt  such 
cases  arising  within  the  limits  embraced  within  the  Jurisdiction  of 
said  courts,  respectively,  with  full  power  to  proceed  with  the  same  and 
award  mesne  or  final  process  therein;  and  that  from  all  judgments 
and  decrees  or  other  determinations  of  any  court  of  the  saio  Terri- 
tory, in  any  case  begun  prior  to  admission,  the  parties  to  such  cause 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  prosecute  appeals  and  writs  of  error  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  circuit  court  of 
appeals  as  they  would  have  had  by  law  prior  to  the  admission  of  said 
State  into  the  Union. 

TMifer  oi  Federal  Sec.  15.  That  the  Said  circuit  or  the  said  district  court,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  ail  trials,  pro- 
ceedings, and  questions  arising,  or  which  may  be  raised,  in  any  case  or 
controversy  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  other  than  the  supreme 
court  of  the  said  Territory  at  the  date  of  its  admission  as  a  State,  the 
case  being  such  that,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  touching  the 
jurisdictions  of  federal  courts,  it  might  properly  have  been  begun  m  or 
(as  a  separable  controversy  or  otherwise)  removed  to  said  circuit  or 
said  district  court,  had  they  been  established  when  the  litigation  of 
^TodronJtotdiMriei  such  case  OF  controversy  was  commenced.  Should  such  case  or  con- 
troversy be  such  that,  if  begun  within  a  State,  it  would  have  fallen 
within  the  exclusive  original  cognizance  of  a  circuit  or  district  court 
of  the  United  States  sittmg  therein,  it  shall  be  transferred  to  the  one 
or  the  other  of  said  courts  sitting  within  said  State  of  New  Mexico, 
with  due  regard  for  the  general  provisions  of  law  defining  their 
respective  jurisdictions;  but  should  such  case  or  controversy  be  by 
nature  one  of  those  which  under  such  general  jurisdictional  pro- 
visions fall  within  the  concurrent  but  not  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
such  courts,  then  such  transfer  may  be  had  upon  application  of  any 
party  to  such  case  or  controversy,  to  be  made  as  nearly  as  may  be  in

kind  or  description  whatever  other  than  that  flowing  from  streets 
and  sewers  and  passing  therefrom  in  a  liquid  state  into  Lake  Michi- 

fau,  at  any  point  opposite  or  in  front  of  the  county  of  Cook,  in  the 
tate  of  Ilnnois,  or  the  county  of  Lake  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  within 
eight  miles  from  the  shore  of  said  lake,  unl^s  said  material  shall  be 
placed  inside  of  a  breakwater  so  arranged  as  not  to  permit  the  escape 
of  such  refuse  material  into  the  body  of  the  lake  and  cause  contami-

In  all  cases  a  preliminary  examination  of  the  river, 
harbor,  or  other  proposed  improvement  mentioned  shall  first  he  made, 
and  a  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  its  improvement  shall  be  sub- 
mitted, unless  a  survey  or  estimate  is  herein  expressly  directed.  If 
upon  such  preliminary  examination  the  proposed  improvement  is  not 
deemed  advisable,  no  further  action  shall  oe  taken  thereon  without 
the  further  direction  of  Congress;  but  in  case  the  report  shall  be  favor- 
able to  such  proposed  improvement,  or  that  a  survey  and  estimate 
should  be  made  to  determine  the  advisability  of  improvement,  the 
Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause 
surveys  to  be  made,  and  the  cost  and  advisability  to  be  reported  to 
Congress.  And  such  reports  containing  plans  and  estimates  shall  also 
contain  a  statement  as  to  the  rate  at  which  the  work  should  be 
prosecuted.  Such  examinations  and  surveys  shall  be  reviewed  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and  Harbors,  as  provided  in  section 
three  of  the  river  and  harbor  Act  of  March  second,  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven:  Provided,  That  every  examination  and  survey  report 
submitted  to  Congress,  as  provided  for  herein  or  as  may  be  provided 
for  hereafter;  in  addition  to  full  information  r^arding  the  present 
and  prospective  commercial  importance  of  the  project  covered  by  the 
report,  and  the  benefit  to  commerce  likely  to  result  from  any  proposed 
plan  of  improvement,  shall  contain  also  such  data  as  it  may  be  practi- 
cable to  secure  regarding  (first)  the  establishment  of  terminal  and 
transfer  facifities,  (second)  the  development  and  utilization  of  water 
power  for  industrial  and  commercial  purposes,  and  (third)  such  other 
f|  subjects  as  may  be  properly  connected  with  such  project:  Promded 
'  furVier,  That  in  the  investigation  and  study  of  these  questions  con- 
sideration shall  be  given  only  to  their  bearing  upon  the  improve- 
ment of  navigation  and  to  the  nossibifity  ana  desirabifity  of  their 
being  coordinated  in  a  logical  ana  proper  manner  with  improvements 
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for  naTigation  to  lessen  the  cost  of  such  improvements  and  to  com- 
pensate the  Government  for  expenditures  made  in  the  interest  of  „«  f  i 
navigation:  And  'provided  further,  That  the  investigation  and  study  log  works."  " 
of  these  questions  as  provided  herein  may,  upon  review  by  the  Board 
of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and  Harbors  when  called  for  sa  now  provided 
by  law,  be  extended  to  any  work  of  improvement  now  under  way  and 
to  any  locality  the  exammation  and  survey  of  which  has  heretofore 
been,  or  may  nereafter  be,  authorized  by  Congress.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  House  ofRepresentatives  of  the  United 
Tjrtai^iarinas  de-  States  (^America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby, 
Board  of  tnuMea  to  createJ  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  control,  supervision,  and  adniini&- 
""'™'"  tration  of  the  postal  savings  depository  offices  designated  and  estab- 

lished under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  of  the  funds  received  as 
deposits  at  such  postal  savings  depository  offices  by  virtue  thereof.

The  funds  received  at  the  postal  savings  depository 
offices  in  each  city,  town,  village,  and  other  locality  shall  be  deposited 
in  banks  located  therein  (substantially  in  proportion  to  the  capital 
and  surplus  of  each  such  bank)  willing  to  receive  such  deposits  under 
the  terms  of  this  Act  and  the  regulations  made  bv  authority  theceof , 
but  the  amount  deposited  in  any  one  bank  shall  at  no  time  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  paid-in  capit^  and  one-half  the  surplus  of  such 
bank.  If  no  such  bank  exist  in  any  city,  town,  village,  or  locality, 
or  if  none  where  such  deposits  are  made  will  receive  such  deposits 
on  the  terms  prescribed,  then  such  funds  shall  be  deposited  under  the 
terms  of  this  Act  in  the  bank  most  convenient  to  such  locality.  If 
no  such  bank  in  any  State  or  Territory  is  willing  to  receive  such 
dei>osits  on  the  terms  prescribed,  then  thesame  shall  oe  deposited  with 
the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  counted  in  making 
up  the  reserve  of  five  per  centum.  Such  funds  may  be  withdrawn 
from  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees  and  all  other  postal 
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savings  funds,  or  any  part  of  such  funds,  mftv  he  at  any  time  with- 
drawn from  banks  and  savings  depository  offices  for  the  repayment 
of  postal  savings  depositors  when  required  for  that  purpose.  Not  , 
exceeding  thirty  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  funds  may  at  any  b 
time  be  withdrawn  by  the  trustees  for  investment  in  bonds  or  other 
securities  of  the  United  States,  it  being  the  intent  of  this  Act  that  the 
residue  of  such  Funds,  amounting  to  sixty-five  per  centum  thereof,  ^
